Indifference To Air Piracy 


We take some comfort from 


the fact that seven out of the last 
eight airplane hijackers have 
failed. They have ended up either 
dead or in jail. 


But we are appalled to learn 


that the jet liner hijacker who 
was killed by an FBI sharp- 
shooter had been allowed to 
board the aircraft after elec- 
tronic detection devices in- 
dicated that he was probably 
carrying a weapon. 


Had the TWA officials involved 


taken him aside to the federal 
marshal on duty and required 
identification and a search, the 
whole tragic and dangerous 
incident might well have been 
avoided. 


But as Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministrator John H Shaffer 
observed, "The follow-through 
by the airline just wasn't there." 
He called it an example of airline 
"indifference" about air piracy. 
And said that airlines found it 
"easier to just let it happen." 


To us such "indifference" on 


the part of airline 
officials 


teeters on the brink of criminal 
negligence. One man died and 
the lives of dozens of other 
persons were put in terrible peril 
because of sloppy procedure and 
a want of common sense. —

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Southern railroads have won a 
20-year dispute with announce- 
ment by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that it will 
drop a court battle over freight 
rates. 


The ICC had sought to give 


non-Southern railroads an in- 
creased share 
of rates on 


freight shipments between their 
areas and the South. 


But an ICC attorney said 


Tuesday the commission agrees 
"at present" that Eastern and 
Western railroads have failed 
to make a case. 


In Atlanta, Georgia Gov. Jim- 


my Carter said the decision 
will save Southern shippers $10 
million per year. 


Just before the Korean War,

sought successfully to have a

Chile Phases 
Out All U.S. 
Aid Programs

WASHINGTON (AP) - Chile 


has quietly been phased out of 
the United States foreign-assis- 
tance program after receiving 
more per capita over the past 
decade than any other South 
American nation 


However, State Department 


sources say Chile's exclusion is 
attributable to economic consid- 
erations—not to emergence of a 
socialist government in Chile 
headed by Marxist President 
Salvador Allende. 


They say Chile's balance-of- 


payments situation does not re- 
quire any development loans, 
adding that no loan applications 
have been received from the 
nine-month-old Allende govern- 
ment. 


The Chilean embassy did not 


comment on the aid phaseout. 


The Agency for International 


Development (AID) has placed 
heavy emphasis in recent years 
on the so-called balance-of-pay- 
ments loans, aimed at liber- 
alizing money and credit pol- 
icies to stimulate employment, 
output and investment.

Chile is omitted from the list

predecessor, Eduardo Frei. 


Between 1961 and 1970, Chile 


received $461.8 million in devel- 
opment loans or about $50 for 
each Chilean, the highest per- 
capita figure for any South 
American nation. 


The highest gross sum, $1.1 


billion, was allocated to Brazil. 


The only other major coun- 


tries omitted from the fiscal 
1972 list are Venezuela, Argen- 
tina and Mexico, which have 
not received U.S. loans for 
years because of their relative- 
ly advanced development lev- 
els.

White House said today that 
President Nixon has directed 
federal agencies within the last 
month to seek school deseg- 
regation without busing and in- 
dicated that heads will fall if 
his desires are ignored.

Ziegler told reporters that in 
the past there have been times 
when members of the federal 
bureaucracy have not been re- 
sponsive to White House views.

Abortions 
Nationwide 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Sev- 


en women's groups and several 
well-known women have asked 
the Supreme Court to protect 
"the right of reproductive au- 
tonomy" by permitting medical 
abortions everywhere in the 
United States. 


In a friend-of-court brief in 


cases from Georgia and Texas, 
the organizations and 47 wom- 
en, 
including 
anthrogologist 


Margret Mead, said they were 
not advocating abortion as a 
necessarily desirable solution to 
personal or social problems. 


"We do contend, however," 


they said through an attorney, 
"that each woman has the right 
to make the decision for her- 
self, unimpeded by restrictive 
laws" except for those regu- 
lating the practice of medicine. 


I^ater this year the court will 


hear arguments on the Georgia 
and Texas cases whose central 
issue is whether states may 
continue to say which abortions 
are legal and which are not. 
Before that, however, the court 
must decide if it has jurisdic- 
tion to rule.

Guards fired tear 
gas as 


about 150 of the prison's 245 in- 
mates, some armed with knives 
or baseball bats, rioted Tues- 
day night. The convicts de- 
manded more frequent changes 
of clothing because tempera- 
tures range as high as 118 de- 
grees in the 100-year-old in- 
stitution. 


Warden Raymond W. May, 


who made the estimate that 
about 50 inmates were high on 
drugs, brought the situation un- 
der control by telling the pris- 
oners that none would be pun- 
ished for the uprising and that 
their demand probably would 
be met. 


During a lull in the riot, War- 


den May and Ada County Sher- 
iff Paul Bright argued heatedly 
before newsmen. 
Bright ac- 


cused May of being too lenient. 


May met with a six-member 


inmate council and said the 
main prisoner grievance was 
over a rule allowing changes of 


clothing only every three days 
despite the 100-degree heat. 


A medical attendant, David 


Bortz, 25, of Burley, Idaho, was 
stabbed in the chest by inmates 
who broke into the hospital in 
search of drugs, prison officials 
said. Borlz was serving a two- 
year sentence for passing bad 
checks. 


Charles Rice, 30, of Evans 


City, Pa., serving 10 years for 
lewd conduct, also was stabbed 
in the chest. 


A 
third 
inmate, 
Charles 


Sharp, suffered 
eye injuries 


from tear gas fired by guards. 


There were no escape at- 


tempts and no hostages were 
taken. The prison Softball team 
returned from a tournament in 
the middle of the riot and was 
taken to another jail for the 
night. 


Many inmates were in the 


courtyard when the riot began 
at 7:30 p.m. The maximum se- 
curity section has been vacant 
since prison officials discovered 
a tunnel there Sunday.

Russian Author 
in Siberia 
MOSCOW (AP) - Reliable 


sources say Anatoly March- 
enko, author of an autobiogra- 
phical novel about Soviet labor 
camps, has gone to Chunya in 
western Siberia after being re- 
leased from a three-year con- 
finement. 


The sources said Monday that 


Marchenko is expected to live 
in Chunya at least six months 
until he receives police per- 
mission to leave the area. 


Marchenko became known in 


the West with the pubb'cation in 
1969 of a novel called "My Tes- 
timony," based on experiences 
in prison camps that began 
with his sentence about 10 
years ago, after a brawl in a 
workers' hostel in Siberia. 


In the book, he describes the 


camps as "just as horrible as 
in the time of Stalin." 


He was sentenced to a one- 


year term in 1968 for being in 
Moscow without a permit, and 
to a two-year term in 1969 on a 
charge believed to be under a 
section of the Russian criminal 
code dealing with anti-Soviet 
defamation and slander

O'Connor, rehearsing for one 


of next season's "All in the 
Family" episodes added: 


"I grew up in New York, but

The Ki- 
wanis Club gets $5 for every 
full box and the city salvage 
operation gets $8. 


The institute estimates that 


groups which collect and sort 
old paper make about $25 mil- 
lion annually.

Certificates 
May Be 
Eliminated

BOSTON (AP) - "You could 


get your face right next fo the 
exhaust and not see or smell 
anything," a government in- 
spector said of low-pollution 
cars being put into use by the 
General 
Services 
Adminis- 


tration. 


"These cars are about 95 per 


cent 
emission-free," 
added

Eleven of the vehicles—pow- 


ered by liquid natural gas- 
were put into service this week 
by the GSA and 
long-range 


plans call for the agency to 
convert all of its 49,500 vehicles 
across the country within the 
next 
five years. Eighty-nine 


more are expected to be ready 
here within a few months. 


The fuel system, however, 


still is—at best—some distance 
from the public market. 


Under the Clean Air Act of 


1970, 
manufacturers are 
re- 


quired to produce a virtually 
pollution-free auto by 1976. But 
automakers have said it will be 
impossible to mass produce a 
substitute for the internal com- 
bustion engine in that time. 


"Detroit is watching this ex- 


periment closely," said Robert 
L. Kunzig, GSA administrator. 
"Perhaps Detroit will come up 
with something similar, or bet- 
ter." 


The government cars have 


their liquid natural gas stored— 
at 259 degrees below zero—in 
an insulated 20 gallon tank in 
the trunk. The gas cost the gov- 
ernment about 16 cents a gal- 
lon, the same price it pays—tax 
free—for regular gasoline. The 
gas is purchased from a local 
company and stored in a fuel 
truck at the GSA center. 


Mileage is about the same as 


regular gasoline, but there is 
no lead in the fuel and less 
wear on the engine. 


Cost of the unit and 
in- 


stallation, however, is the prob- 
lem. The price of the tank, tub- 
ing and carburetor adapter is 
about $750. Installation takes 
two men a day, adding another 
$100 to $150.

Dr. Max Meisch, an entomo- 


logist with the University of Ar- 
kansas Agricultural Extension 
Service, made the statement 
Tuesday. Meisch said complete 
eradication could happen in the 
"next few years" but declined 
to predict the earliest possible 
date. 


Meisch said in an interview 


that the most effect method of 
killing mosquitoes would be an 
organized program to kill mo- 
squito larvae at the source. 


"A number of areas in the 


state have mosquito - control 
programs now," he said, "but 
they give little regard to the 
source and offer only short- 
range eradication." He said 
most of the programs consist of 
aerial spraying.
